John  Boynton,  the  Peddler,  Soph-Frosh  tradition 
We  dragged  the  sophs  through  the  murky  pool 
Giving  the  hazers  a  proper  rendition. 

Paddle  rush  and  football  give  mem’ries  sore 
But  the  Carnival  afforded  another  win 
Soccer  was  tied,  zero-zero  the  score 
Extra  periods  too — oh  what  a  sin ! 
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Now  twas  the  end  of  the  freshman  year 
For  some  the  end  of  their  PI  daze 
In  another  school  they  would  rear 
Navy  orders — the  parting  of  ways. 

Many  civilians  dropped  from  the  class

A  short  vacation  and  again  to  work

High  school  grades  had  suffered  the  dirk 
“Excellent”  averages  seemed  to  lack. 

Among  our  classmates  we  saw  new  faces 
The  Navy  replaced  those  that  had  left 
With  transferees  from  other  places 
Strangers— was  the  class  to  be  thus  cleft? 

The  rope  pull  found  the  class  not  so 
In  banding  together  to  beat  the  Frosh 
In  rhythmical  tune,  we  won,  “heave  Ho!” 

First  Soph  win  in  twelve  seasons,  by  gosh\ 

The  second  semester  came  with  a  bang 
First  term  Sophs,  the  Navy  had  sent 
A  fine  group  of  men  to  join  the  gang 
To  all,  some  art,  the  Lord  had  lent. 

Then  we  padded  our  Victory  Seat 
With  Sophomore  win  number  two 
As  in  the  track  meet,  the  Frosh  we  beat 
The  score?  Seventy-five  to  forty-two. 

The  pile  of  victories  rose  toward  heaven 
Taking  the  Tech  Carnival  and  Paddle  Rush 
We  outswam  the  Frosh  forty-four  to  twenty-seven 
But  one  event  our  hearts  did  crush. 

In  the  darkness  of  a  real  cold  rain 
A  soccer  game  was  roughly  played 
Mud  and  water  flooded  the  plain 
Result?  A  tie — The  players?  Slayed. 


There  were  other  things  of  note 
To  keep  these  boys  from  going  crazy 
“Jt-I2  to  close,”  the  Senate  wrote — 

Fickle  rumors  to  make  them  lazy. 

The  Trainees  responded  with  fitting  capers 
“Keep  your  dress  blues  cleaned  and  pressed, 
Sign  only  pay  chits  and  leave  papers, 

And  worry  about  nothin’ !”  became  the  jest. 

This  was  the  summer,  and  between  the  platoons 
Interest  was  raised  in  the  sport  of  the  ring 
Many  the  man  who  saw  the  stars  and  moons

John  Taylor  took  the  vice-position 
For  secretary.  Pres  Grout  was  checked 
Bill  Kelly  financed  the  coalition. 

As  Historian,  Bob  Davis  was  billed 
Tech  Council — Mai  Zink  and  Bill  Lee 
When  Taylor  left,  his  slot  was  filled 
By  Auggie  Kellermann — some  fun  you  see! 

Outstanding  was  this  violent  term 
For  there  came  to  us  some  work 
’ Twas  tough  and  aplenty  and  made  us  squirm 
To  get  it  done,  was  not  to  shirk. 


Now  you’ve  heard  the  tale  of  woe 
But  tales  of  fun  are  better  listenin’ 

Aero’s  and  EE’s  became  bitter  foe 
A  softball  game,  the  rivalry’s  christenin’. 

The  EE’s  won  that  softball  game 
The  Aero’s  took  the  loss  to  heart 
The  remarks  flew  with  unerring  aim 
And  with  razor  edge,  they  hit  their  mark. 

Civils  and  Chetn  Engines  voiced  the  loudest  pun 
Only  nine  there  were,  themselves  to  defend 
It's  fortunate  it  was  all  in  fun 
The  worst  of  foe  were  best  of  friend. 

We’ve  heard  that  often  it’s  been  said

Is  replaced  by  “reason”  in  his  head 
But  if  this  be  so,  “  T ain’t  so  clear!” 

It’s  hoped  that  you  realize  now

All  hands  turned  to — “Look  Alive! 

To  clear  that  snow  was  quite  a  fight. 

The  second  term  was  a  great  surprise 
The  work  had  doubled,  believe  it  or  not 
LATE  to  bed  and  early  to  rise 
Became  the  motto  by  which  we  fought.

But  these  alone  were  not  so  bad 
Our  time  was  spent  on  reports  galore 
Those  were  the  things  that  drove  us  mad.

Soon  after  this ,  there  came  to  our  mind

Eight  months  more  and  we  should  go. 

That  Junior  year  was  done  at  last

Seniors  now  and  what  a  feeling! 

It  now  was  our  job  the  students  to  lead

You  know  the  effect  it  had  on  the  nation 
A  world  at  peace — the  enemy  trounced 
Gave  rise  in  a  moment  to  tremendous  elation. 

Two  days  vacation  followed  the  news 
For  feelings  to  calm,  time  was  needed 
Many  the  rumor  from  which  to  choose 
But  none  of  them  could  yet  be  heeded. 

The  Navy  soon  announced  its  plan 
Concerning  those  in  officer  training 
They’d  let  us  graduate  to  the  man 
Then  civilian  status  we  would  be  attaining. 


A  whole  week  passed  without  further  change 
The  Seniors  started  to  line  up  jobs 
But  lo  and  behold  came  orders  strange 
Come  graduation ,  we'd  stick  with  the  gobs. 

For  the  rest  of  the  boys  in  V-I2 
The  end  of  war  meant  a  different  thing 
In  ROTC  Unit  they  would  shelve 
To  finish  their  course  in  one  grand  fling. 
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Most  of  us  had  always  talked 
Of  the  faults  we’d  found  at  Tech 
But  seeing  the  way  those  leaving  balked 
Made  us  glad  that  we  stayed  on  deck. 

Immediately  followed  the  Labor  Day  spree 
One  whole  day  away  from  our  buddies 
All  these  things,  you  can  readily  see 
Helped  us  concentrate  on  our  studies. 

The  poor  books  suffered  the  next  week  too 
As  in  honor  of  Japan  s  fall 
We  made  a  little  rendezvous 
Calling  it  “The  Victory  Ball/’ 

September  IJth — the  first  football  game 
That  one  was  lost  to  the  PT  base 
Men  on  that  team  were  of  national  fame 
That's  the  one  that  gave  Army  a  race. 

Other  football  games — the  same  result 
' Tis  better  to  discuss  the  soccer  team 
About  their  scores  we'd  rather  consult 
Beating  Harvard  J-0  was  a  score  not  lean. 

Seems  that  studies  were  forgotten  awhile 
But  of  things  in  mind,  these  weren't  the  last 
Something  was  up  to  take  all  our  wile 
The  last  set  of  finals  we  had  to  get  past. 

After  finals  came  another  leave 
' Tis  funny  that  these  weren't  boring 
The  things  we  did,  you  wouldn't  believe 
But  take  my  word ,  it  wasn't  snoring. 

After  leave  we  dragged  us  back 
Our  very  last  term  of  worry  and  toil 
Light  schedule  for  Aero's,  they  hit  the  sack 
The  EE's  bought  some  midnight  oil. 


The  Navy  Seniors  were  quartered  in  Stratton 
’Twas  hoped  they  wouldn’t  raise  the  roof 
In  that  luxury  dorm  of  silk  and  satin 
Strangely  enough  no  cause  for  reproof. 

Intraclass  distinction — greater  than  ever 
The  way  we  fought,  we  might  be  thought  crazy 
Some  remarks  were  really  clever 
Frequent  words  were  “scab,”  and  “lazy.” 

Time  to  graduation  was  known  to  the  second 
Of  the  sheepskin,  we  had  often  dreamed 
Was  it  worth  it?  It  was  we  reckoned 
Faster  still  passed  the  days,  it  seemed. 

Came  Thanksgiving  and  Christmastide 
News  of  commissioning  on  Class  Day 
Helped  us  less,  our  time  to  bide 
But  drove  us  to  assure  our  way. 

The  last  two  months  passed  swiftly  by 
Spirits  rose  higher  with  fleeting  of  time 
As  eventful  hours  drew  hurriedly  nigh 
Speaking  sensibly  became  a  crime. 

So  now  you  know  to  some  extent 
The  life  that  ’  p]  led 
Before  from  Tech  its  way  it  went 
It  found  the  spirit  and  on  it  fed. 

Aftter  thirty-two  months  of  old  P.  I. 

We’re  grateful  for  the  Prof’s  forbearance 
We’ve  looked  around  and  heaved  a  sigh 
And  found  it  hard  to  keep  complaisance. 

In  closing,  I  say,  let  no  one  forget 
Times  they’ve  had  with  the  rest  of  the  boys 
Or  the  marvellous  friends  we’ve  managed  to  net 
Pray  God,  a  blessing,  He  o’er  them  poise.

Due  to  orders  directly  from  the  office  of  Naval 
Personnel,  the  class  of  46- C  was  formed  in  July  of  the 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-fourth  year  of  our  Lord, 
A.  D.  From  the  backwoods  of  Maine,  from  the  pro¬ 
vincial  peacefulness  of  Seymore,  Conn.,  from  Ohio 
and  Indiana,  the  very  heart  of  the  great  Midwest, 
from  the  teaming  streets  of  massive  New  York  City, 
from  New  Hampshire,  from  Virginia,  and  from 
Florida  they  came  and  met  on  the  morning  of  1  July 
to  stand  about  the  little  stone  porch  of  Sanford  Riley 
Hall  and  look  each  other  over  and  discuss  the  past  of 
each  and  the  future  of  all.  Though  some  were  vet¬ 
erans  and  some  were  meek,  wide-eyed  "boots”  just 
out  of  civilian  life,  all  were  now  infinitesimal  parts  of 
the  United  States  Navy,  and  each  had  been  exposed 
to  two  terms  of  college  life  on  any  one  of  a  varied 
number  of  campuses. 

Following  matriculation,  the  usual  arm  sticking, 
welcome  speeches  flavored  with  subtle  warnings,  and 
room  assignments,  the  "Steam  Engines”  began  their 
life  at  Worcester  Tech — a  life  that  was  to  be  filled 
with  weird  and  prodigious  formulas,  incessant  mus¬ 
ters,  and  despicable  morning  jaunts  around  a  quarter- 
mile  track  and  a  life  that  was  to  be  short  for  not  a 
few;  because  although  by  their  senior  year  they  had 
forgotten  the  economic  meaning  of  the  "Law  of  Di¬ 
minishing  Returns”  (Eco.  I),  they  were  sharply 
aware  of  the  manner  in  which  the  professors  of 
W.  P.  I.  applied  it.  Of  the  twenty-six  men  who  gath¬ 
ered  on  Sanford  Riley’s  porch  that  warm  July  morn¬ 
ing,  twelve  answered  the  initial  muster  of  their  senior 
year. 

Since,  by  the  momentous  word  of  Tech's  patriarch. 
Dean  Roys,  the  group  was  merged  with  the  Class  of 
47,  the  latter’s  history  became  the  Steam  Engines’ 
history.  In  almost  every  activity,  there  was  at  least 
one  of  the  "Off  Step  Class.”  They  lent  valuable  aid 
in  the  dramatic  endeavors  of  the  Tech  Carnival ;  three 
of  them  were  on  the  class  basketball  team  that  lost  to 
the  seniors  during  the  junior  year;  they  had  members 
on  the  dance  committees;  they  contributed  a  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Tech  Council ;  and  four  of  their  num¬ 
ber  were  Skull  men.  They  did  not  graduate  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  with  the  parent  class,  but  waited  four  more 
months  until  June.  Midway  through  the  first  term  of 
their  senior  year,  they  were  herded  into  Lieutenant 
Schwieger’s  office  and  informed  that  the  Navy  had 
changed  its  mind  as  to  their  future;  they  could  either 
receive  their  commissions  at  the  termination  of  the 
term  they  were  in,  or  finish  their  schooling  as  civilians 
on  inactive  duty.  To  the  man  they  chose  to  remain 
and  get  their  degrees. 

It  was  during  the  second  term  of  their  sophomore 
year  that  the  class  gave  notice  to  a  strain  of  ingenuity 
and  adopted  an  official  sign.  It  was  in  Professor 
"Boomer”  Downing’s  Statics  class.  Unable  to  cal¬ 
culate  the  direction  of  a  vector,  the  majority  of  the 
class  decided  to  play  it  safe  and  show  it  going  in  both 
directions.  Since  they  failed  the  test,  the  experiment 
was  considered  a  complete  failure,  but,  henceforth, 
the  official  seal  of  the  class  became  a  two-headed  vec¬ 
tor,  one  of  which  is  circled.  Beside  the  vector  is  a 
giant  red  "X”  signifying  dismal  frustration. 


Probably  the  group’s  outstanding  man  was  a  vet¬ 
eran  of  Midway,  Cecil  "Ace”  Walton,  a  clever  second 
baseman  on  the  diamond,  a  hard  working  floorman  on 
the  hardwood,  and  president  of  the  Athletic  Council 
and  Skull.  The  class’s  most  acrid  wit  belonged  to 
Joe  Conroy,  the  "Oil  King”;  yet,  he  also  displayed 
an  abundance  of  mature  dignity  The  class’s  intelli¬ 
gentsia  consisted  of  Bill  Lee  and  R.  E.  Hull,  who  each 
leave,  after  exempting  all  their  finals,  would  start  for 
home  days  early  with  the  sad  eyes  of  their  classmates 
enviously  following  them.  The  boy  with  the  highest 
morals  was  "Big”  John  Knibb,  whose  immaculate 
character  has  already  assured  a  place  behind  those 
Pearly  Gates.  , 

The  most  eager  man  was  Don  Girard,  Managing 
and  News  Editor  of  the  Tech  Neivs,  who  could  ask 
more  questions  during  an  hour  lecture  than  four  profs 
could  hope  to  answer.  Phil  Duffy,  the  "Human  Ten- 
someter,”  was  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  paper,  got 
by  EE  without  blowing  up  any  meters,  and  was 
known  as  the  class’s  fastest  and  most  versatile  speaker. 
Maine's  Dick  Ackley  continually  complained  of  an 
aching  back,  but  was  still  one  of  the  class’s  outstand¬ 
ing  athletes,  and  John  "Trock”  Wilson  was  baseball’s 
leading  slugger.  In  W.  F.  Smith  the  class  had  a  man 
who  knew  virtually  everything.  No  matter  what  the 
question  or  the  subject  was,  he  had  some  sort  of  an 
answer  for  it.  The  most  outstanding  writer  of  the 
group  was  George  Fritz  who  kept  the  whole  school 
laughing  with  his  column  "Over  The  Hill.” 

As  has  already  been  intimated,  the  Class  of  47-B 
came  from  far-flung  corners  of  the  country.  Many 
had  never  heard  of  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute 
until  they  received  their  orders:  a  few  had  no  inclina¬ 
tion  to  become  engineers  at  all ;  but  the  orders  in¬ 
structed  them  to  report  and  report  they  did.  They 
clamored  long  and  loud  about  those  terrible  formulas, 
they  grumbled  when  they  had  to  roll  out  of  a  warm 
sack  on  cold,  dreary  mornings,  they  cursed  the  end¬ 
less  string  of  musters;  but  deep  in  their  hearts  there 
was  a  touch  of  thanks  and  humility — thanks  that  they 
were  allowed  to  finish  an  education  that,  though 
tough  and  demanding  and  sometimes  monotonous, 
was  not  the  education  of  the  foxhole  and  landing 
barge  and  death — humility  that  they  never  got  into 
the  battle  that  the  Navy  was  training  them  for,  but 
that  many  of  their  friends  had  to  finish.  They  were 
a  pretty  swell  bunch  of  guys,  and  they  will  not  soon 
forget  their  stay  on  the  Hill.

The  class  of  1946-D  entered  W.  P.  I.  on  March 
2,  19 44.  After  spending  much  time  getting  the 
constitution  in  order,  AI  Breed,  Ed  Hinkly,  Mai 
Johnson,  and  George  Philip  were  elected  to  the 
Freshman  Council.  In  the  annual  rope  pull,  thirty- 
three  freshmen  pulled  with  all  their  might  trying 
to  dislodge  from  the  other  side,  the  sophomores, 
who  were  forty  in  number.  Success  was  not  forth¬ 
coming — that  water  was  mighty  wet.  Again  in 
the  paddle  rush  and  track  meet,  weakness  in  num¬ 
bers  was  manifest  when  the  trouncing  occurred 
twice  more. 

On  November  2,  1945,  the  class  of  ’46-D  be¬ 
came  sophomores  officially.  For  the  coming  year, 
election  results  were:  Al  Breed,  Class  President; 
Flotteron,  Vice-President;  Green,  Secretary;  and 
Sarkees,  Treasurer.  The  class  was  boosted  by 
men  coming  in  from  other  V-12  units;  with  these 
new  men,  the  class  of  ’46-D  fought  hard  to  win 
a  1-1  tie  with  the  juniors  in  the  soccer  game. 

The  sophomores  next  challenged  the  Ship’s 
Company  to  a  basketball  game  on  the  night  of 
January  27,  1945.  Even  though  the  game  was  lost 
by  a  score  of  38  to  34,  after  much  clowning  by 
both  sides,  it  was  an  extreme  success,  for  it  did 
enlarge  the  class  treasury. 

During  the  early  part  of  April,  an  inter-class 
basketball  tournament  was  held.  The  team,  led 
by  Bob  Kuykendall,  trounced  the  freshmen  by  a 
score  of  38  to  26  in  the  opening  game.  After  this 
success  the  seniors,  who  were  victors  over  the 


juniors,  were  engaged  for  the  class  championship. 
Fighting  hard,  the  outmanned  team  lost  by  a  close 
score. 

The  second  of  July,  1945  the  class  of  ’46-D  be¬ 
came  juniors.  Since  this  was  the  hardest  year, 
there  was  little  time  for  extra-curricular  activities. 
However,  two  big  days  were  celeberated  when  it 
was  announced  that  Japan  had  surrendered.  Then, 
at  the  end  of  the  first  term,  most  of  the  Navy  men 
in  the  class  left  for  N.  R.  O.  T.  C. ;  for  the  first 
time  in  the  class’s  history,  there  were  more  civilian 
men  than  Navy.  Many  civilians  of  our  class  now 
are  veterans,  returning  to  this  school  to  resume 
their  studies. 

The  start  of  the  second  term,  class  officers  were 
again  elected  with  these  results:  Kuykendall,  Class 
President;  Osborn,  Vice-President;  McCaw,  Sec¬ 
retary;  and  Burr,  Treasurer.

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Skull,  the  senior  honorary  society  on  the  campus,  was  founded  in  1911  to  promote  Tech 
spirit  and  to  stimulate  an  active  interest  in  the  campus  activities.  Its  membership  consists  of 
those  men  whose  personalities  and  abilities  make  them  outstanding  in  their  class.  Because 
of  the  prestige  it  carries,  Skull  influences  the  student  opinion  of  the  entire  campus. 

The  meetings  of  this  select  group  are  held  in  complete  secrecy  in  Skull  Tomb,  the  small 
building  located  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  campus.  The  only  public  ceremony  of  Skull  is 
the  pledging  of  new  members.  There  is  a  terrific  element  of  suspense  at  this  ceremony  since 
the  choice  of  candidates  is  a  closely  guarded  secret,  and  remains  so  until  the  new  members  are 
tapped.  Tapping  usually  occurs  two  months  before  graduation  and  is  held  at  an  assembly  in 
Alden  Memorial. 

The  tapping  ceremony  is  witnessed  by  all  four  classes,  and  the  large  number  of  students 
present  show  the  great  respect  for  Skull  on  the  Hill.  Each  member,  dressed  in  a  long  black 
robe,  descends  in  turn  from  the  stage  and  slowly  passes  among  the  student  assembly.  After 
much  deliberate  hesitation,  he  chooses  his  man  and  indicates  this  by  striking  him  firmly  on 
the  shoulder.  The  pledgee  is  then  led  before  the  president  of  the  society  and  presented  a 
pledge  pin. 

Every  student  at  Tech,  from  the  day  he  enters,  aspires  to  the  hope  of  someday  wearing 
the  white  cap  and  gold  pin  that  distinguishes  Skull  members.  Since  membership  is  limited 
to  eleven,  only  a  small  number  ever  attain  this  aspiration.  It  is  this  very  same  selectness 
that  makes  Skull  not  only  the  highest  honorary  society  on  the  campus,  but  the  most  influential.

Sigma  Xi  was  founded  at  Cornell  University  in  1886  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  original 
investigation  in  science,  pure  and  applied.  The  local  chapter  was  organized  in  1908.  Since  its 
foundation  the  society  has  grown  until  its  present  national  membership  exceeds  20,000. 

Faculty  members  and  graduates  are  eligible  to  full  membership  in  the  society,  while  undergrad¬ 
uate  seniors  are  eligible  for  associate  membership.  The  associates  are  chosen  by  the  faculty  on  the 
basis  of  scholastic  standing,  and  promise  they  show  for  scientific  research.  During  the  past  year, 
six  men  were  awarded  associate  membership.

Among  the  interesting  and  informative  talks  given  during 
the  past  year  were  "Applications  of  Ultra  High  Frequencies”  by  Proferror  Newell,  and  "The  Evolu¬ 
tion  of  the  Rocky  Mountains”  by  Dr.  Wallace  W.  Atwood,  President  of  Clark  University.

The  Athletic  Council  is  the  governing 
body  of  the  W.  P.  I.  Athletic  Association. 
The  Constitution  of  this  organization  states 
"The  Athletic  Council  shall  have  general 
charge  of  athletics  at  the  Institute."  This 
body  is  empowered  to  dismiss  from  office 
any  captain  or  manager  if  it  deems  necessary 
to  do  so.  An  important  function  of  the 
Athletic  Council  is  to  distribute  the  funds 
among  the  different  sports.  In  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  promotion  and  regulation  of  ath¬ 
letics  this  Council  shall  have  the  power  to 
determine  the  policies,  subject  to  faculty  ap¬ 
proval.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  among 
studen  t  members,  the  remaining  members 
may  temporarily  appoint  another  representa¬ 
tive  to  serve  until  the  election  of  a  new 
member  is  made  by  the  student  body. 


The  above  duties  are  seemingly  simple 
but  it  is  quite  a  task  to  organize,  outfit,  and 
field  a  team  in  every  sport.  Tech  should  be 
proud  of  its  Athletic  Council  for  maintaining 
sports  "on  the  Hill,”  especially  during  the 
trying  times  of  the  last  few  years.  While 
many  of  the  smaller  colleges  have  had  to 
give  up  sports.  Tech  has  remained  an  active 
competitor.  Hats  off  to  the  present  Athletic 
Council  and  those  of  the  past  who  have  kept 
Tech  teams  in  active  competition  and  have 
maintained  such  high  standards.

A  fan  remarked  that  the  zero  might  just  as  well 
have  been  painted  on  the  scoteboard  beneath  the 
home  team’s  name.  He  was  right,  too,  for  it  seemed 
that  the  big  "zupher”  became  an  integral  part  of  the 
’45  club.  Undermanned,  underweight,  and  under¬ 
experienced,  it  set  a  new  low  in  Tech  football.  It 
averaged  40  points  per  game — against  it,  while  fail¬ 
ing  to  carry  the  ball  into  the  enemy’s  end  zone  even 
once.  Though  no  athlete  who  does  not  go  all  out  to 
win  every  time  he  goes  out  on  the  field,  can  com¬ 
mand  much  respect,  it  is  sometimes  while  losing  that 
he  realizes  that  there  is  a  great  deal  in  just  playing 
the  game.  The  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  foot¬ 
ball  team  had  ample  opportunity  for  this  sort  of  real¬ 
ization.  The  season  was  aptly  summed  up  by  Coach 
Stagg  himself,  who  announced  preceding  the  final 
practice  session,  "At  least,  fellows,  we  have  nad  a 
good  time  this  year.” 

With  Harry  Mehrer  being  the  only  letterman  pres¬ 
ent  for  the  opening  practice,  the  dazzling  running, 
passing,  and  kicking  of  Charlie  Schmit;  the  line 
smashing  of  Hugo  Norige;  and  the  stellar  line  play  of 
Matie  Matzelevich  were  only  pleasant  memories  of 
the  preceding  season.  Besides  Mehrer,  other  men 
who  could  bear  the  mark  of  veterans  were  R.  B.  Davis, 
John  Dzwileski,  and  Ted  Gazda.  By  the  time  the 
first  game  had  rolled  around,  Coach  Stagg  had  thrown 
together  a  combination  consisting  of  Morrison  and 
Gross  at  the  ends,  Dzwileski  and  Riley  at  the  tackles, 
Hubbell  and  Davis  at  the  guards,  and  Girard  at 
center.  The  backfield  found  Mehrer  and  Julian  hold¬ 
ing  down  the  halves,  Fritz  at  full,  and  Gazda  direct¬ 
ing  the  team  from  quarter.  This  team  played  the 
majority  of  games,  but  was  given  able  assistance  by 
Fitzpatrick,  Cromack,  Lempges,  Carlton,  and,  espe¬ 
cially,  little  Jack  Williams.

Few  expected  the  Engineers  to  put  up  a  semblance 
of  a  fight  against  the  star-studded  Melville,  R.  I. 
PT  base,  nor  were  they  far  wrong.  However,  al¬ 
though  they  had  plenty  of  weight,  speed,  and  football 
lore  up  their  sleeves,  for  a  team  that  went  on  to  score 
two  touchdowns  against  mighty  Army,  their  "T” 
lacked  finesse,  and  they  did  not  maul  the  locals  too 
badly.  "Jackrabbit”  Jack  Welsh,  former  University 
of  Penn  scatback,  and  Lou  Thomas,  ex-Louisiana  State 
star,  carried  the  brunt  of  the  attack,  while  'they 
coasted  to  win. 

Tech  boarded  the  train  for  Troy,  New  York,  know¬ 
ing  full  well  that  Rensselaer,  their  second  opponent, 
boasted  a  big  and  veteran  club.  Before  the  largest 
crowd  for  whom  it  was  to  perform  all  year,  the  team 
found  the  traditional  rival’s  well  oiled  "T”  and 
vaunted  aerial  attack  beyond  its  ability  to  stop.  With 
Rensselaer’s  first  touchdown  coming  as  the  result  of  a 
long  heave  to  one  of  its  two  six-foot-three  ends,  the 
inferiority  of  Worcester’s  pass  defense  proceeded  to 
stand  out  like  a  differential  equation  in  a  set  of  third 
grade  arithmetic  problems.  Though  they  sometimes 
spiced  their  attack  with  long  gains  around  Tech’s 
weak  flanks,  it  was  their  quarterback’s  accurate  pitch¬ 
ing  arm  that  was  the  big  factor  in  the  club’s  scoring. 

When  Connecticut  University  brought  its  power¬ 
house  Minnesota  single  wing  to  the  local  field,  it 
marked  one  of  the  two  times  throughout  the  whole 
season  that  the  club  did  not  face  a  T-formation.  The 
result  was  about  the  same,  however.  Mr.  Walter 
Trojenowski,  whose  132  points  were  enough  to  lead 
the  nation’s  scorers,  picked  up  thirty  of  them  in 
Worcester.  He  went  around,  over,  and  through  the 
Tech  line  to  spirit  his  team  to  overpower  the 
Engineers. 


It  was  with  an  abundance  of  hope  and  determina¬ 
tion  in  their  hearts  that  the  squad  prepared  for  the 
Wesleyan  encounter.  They  felt  that  if  they  were  to 
salvage  a  smattering  of  lost  prestige,  this  was  their 
chance  to  do  it.  But  sometimes  cruel  are  the  fates 
that  govern  the  outcome  of  athletic  endeavor,  and  it 
was  a  weary  and  discouraged  group  of  men  who 
trudged  off  the  field  following  _their  setback.  It  was 
once  more  a  T-formation,  not  as  smooth  as  R.  P.  I.’s 
and  not  as  powerful  as  the  PT's,  but  effective  enough 
to  roll  up  the  touchdowns. 

The  final  game  with  Tufts  was  anti-climatical.  It 
was  a  well  known  fact  that  they  were  good;  they  had 
given  a  strong  Yale  team  a  hard  fight  and  tied  a 
highly  touted  Harvard  organization.  They  blocked 
harder,  tackled  more  viciously,  and  ran  more  power¬ 
fully  than  any  team  the  Worcesterites  met  all  year. 
They  scored  almost  at  will,  defeating  the  locals  by  a 
score  of  63-0.  Breathe  a  sigh  of  relief — it  was  all 
over. 

Following  the  Tufts  game,  the  team  elected  as  its 
honorary  captain  Bobby  Davis,  its  little  pepper-pot 
guard,  whose  opposing  man  outweighed  him  by 
thirty-three  percent  in  almost  every  game.  Probably 
the  outstanding  playing  was  performed  around  the 
center  of  the  line,  which  was  manned  by  hard  hitting, 
chubby  Don  Girard  flanked  by  Davis  and  a  fast  charg¬ 
ing  freshman,  Ira  Hubbell.  Coach  Stagg  was  assisted 
by  Chief  Rogers  at  the  start  of  the  season  and  later  by 
Chief  Heuther. 
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Worcester  Tech  has  long  been  known  for  the  fine 
soccer  teams  that  it  has  produced  in  the  past.  Under 
the  superb  guidance  of  Coach  Higginbottom,  the 
teams  have  always  shown  the  buoyant,  aggressive 
spirit  that  wins  ball  games.  Before  the  1945  season 
started  the  only  hope  Tech  had  for  a  successful  season 
was  that  spirit.  For  with  three  graduations  during 
the  past  year  under  the  accelerated  program,  the  men 
on  whom  Tech  would  ordinarily  bank  their  hopes — 
Flink,  Hall,  J.  L.  Brown,  G.  T.  Brown,  Baginski, 
Metzger,  and  the  rest — had  left  to  show  their  prowess 
in  the  war  and  in  industry. 

When  the  season’s  practice  started,  there  were  two 
letter  men  back,  a  few  transferred  Navy  students  who 
had  played  varsity  ball  for  Yale  last  year,  and  the 
bulk  of  the  squad  comprised  of  men  most  of  whom 
had  never  seen  the  game  played  before. 

One  of  the  returning  letter  men  was  Captain  "Pres” 
Grout,  the  sure-footed  center  half  who  added  much 
to  the  aggressiveness  of  the  team.  Also  on  the  first- 
string  halfback  line  were  Bill  Longmuir  and  Bob 
Hamilton.  Bill  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  way 
he  hammered  the  ball  up  to  the  front  line,  using 
either  foot  equally  well,  in  the  final  game  with  Har¬ 
vard.  Hamilton’s  game  was  dependable  and  consist¬ 
ent  and  he  provided  steady  control  of  the  right  side 
of  the  field. 

The  fullback  positions  were  the  stronghold  of  our 
defense.  The  two  men  in  these  positions  had  never 
seen  the  game  played  before  this  season  and  they  did 
a  fine  job.  John  Gagliardo  may  be  known  from  here 
on  out  as  "Old  Faithful”  for  the  performance  he 
turned  in  all  season  long.  His  goal  kicks  soaring 


easily  past  the  mid  stripe  pulled  us  out  of  many  a 
tight  spot  and  the  number  of  moments  he  was  not 
playing  were  few  and  far  between. 

The  right  fullback  position  was  filled  by  two  trusty 
booters.  Lew  Rogers,  the  first  string  back,  is  well 
known  for  the  goal  he  booted  in  for  Coast  Guard, 
giving  them  a  1-0  lead  in  the  first  period  of  that 
game.  John  Lorenz  filled  his  position  well  during 
the  first  half  of  the  season  while  Lew  was  ineligible. 

The  fate  of  any  soccer  team  lies  in  the  front  line, 
for  they  are  the  spearhead  of  the  advance.  This 
season’s  team  produced  several  fine  linemen.  The  out¬ 
standing  player  was  undoubtedly  Joe  Hearne,  who 

learned  his  soccer  in  England.  He  sparked  the  front 
line  and  his  quick,  unerring  shots  at  the  goal  were 
responsible  for  many  tallies.  No  one  who  saw  the 
Coast  Guard  game  at  New  London  will  forget  the 
deadliness  of  Joe’s  boot  that  day. 

Sure-footed  Manny  Renasco  was  the  general  utility 
lineman.  The  other  of  the  two  returning  letter  men 
played  every  position  in  the  line  except  center  at 
different  times  throughout  the  season.  Manny  still 
clings  to  his  own  Central  American  outlook  toward 
the  game  and  he  turned  in  fine  performances.

Out  for  one  game  with  an  injury,  Charlie  Mitchell 
played  a  steady  left  wing  for  most  of  the  season.  His 
accurate  centering  was  responsible  for  several  assists. 
His  corner  kick  against  Coast  Guard  that  scored  un¬ 
assisted  was  a  sight  to  see. 

One  of  the  biggest  wonders  of  the  season  was  the 
way  first-season  man  Max  Underwood  developed  into 
one  of  our  highest  scorers.  Max  seemed  to  be  a 
natural  for  the  game  and  showed  plenty  of  the  fight 
that  brought  us  through  many  hard-fought  contests. 

Joe  Hearne’s  right  hand  man  was  Don  Gilmore. 
This  was  Don’s  first  and  only  season.  He  showed 
exceptional  control  of  the  ball,  and  he  and  Joe  proved 
a  fine  scoring  combination.  Don  was  most  at  home 
when  the  going  got  rough. 

Out  on  right  wing  Leo  Geary  poured  some  smooth 
passes  into  the  center  that  provided  several  scoring 
chances.  He  also  could  dribble  the  ball  down  his 
side  of  the  field  and  score  on  his  own  as  he  did  in  the 
game  against  Harvard. 

Those  on  the  team  will  never  forget  the  times 
when  they  have  looked  back  and  watched  as  Ed  Smith 
tagged  a  potential  scoring  boot  and  sent  it  safely  back 
to  mid-field.  Ed  did  a  splendid  job  in  the  goal  and 
earned  the  confidence  of  every  man  on  the  team. 


A  great  deal  of  the  responsibility  for  the  successful 
season  must  go  to  the  fellows  on  the  second  team  who 
were  of  such  caliber  that  they  could  have  held  top 
berth  in  any  position  on  the  team.  Meiklejohn  filled 
Hearne's  boots  at  center  effectively.  George  Conley 
proved  a  hard  fighting  addition  to  the  line  at  right 
inside.  John  Harding  was  small,  but  you  couldn’t 
beat  him  in  the  tight  spots.  Hedrick  was  in  there 
fighting  all  season.  Jacobson  and  Bank  put  plenty 
of  power  into  the  halfback  line  when  they  went  in  to 
relieve  Grout  and  Hamilton. 

A1  Breed,  experienced  linesman,  was  injured  in  the 
first  game  with  Brown,  and  was  unable  to  play  the 
rest  of  the  season.  A1  Rockwood  served  throughout, 
and  his  support  of  the  team  contributed  greatly  to 
their  success. 

The  season  was  a  success.  The  fact  that  such  a 
group  of  men  new  to  the  game  could  be  molded  into 
a  winning  team  will  stand  as  a  tribute  to  the  coach¬ 
ing  genius  of  Professor  Higginbottom.

As  the  yearbook  went  to  press,  the  1945-1946 
team  had  not  yet  taken  the  floor  against  its  first 
official  opponent,  but  the  prospects  of  a  good 
season  were  high.  In  two  practice  sessions  with 
the  Norton  Abrasives,  local  semi-pro  outfit, 
their  passing  was  still  a  little  ragged,  they  still 
had  not  combined  their  individual  styles  into  a 
well-knit  organization,  and  they  still  hadn’t  the 
poise  of  a  consistent  winner,  but  their  shooting 
and  drive  rated  a  propitious  outlook.  Coach 
Stagg  was  grooming  his  charges  for  a  heavy 
seventeen-game  schedule,  which  would  offer 
few  easy  nights. 

With  the  announcement  that  Jack  Laffey, 
the  high  scoring  ace  of  two  seasons  before  and 
captain-elect  of  the  preceding  year,  was  return¬ 
ing,  the  Engineers  stock  soared.  An  excellent 
shot  and  dribbler  in  his  previous  stay  at  the 
school,  he  had  picked  up  a  wealth  of  experience 
while  in  the  service  playing  with  some  of  the 
country's  leading  net  stars  and  had  come  back 
a  smooth,  deliberate  scoring  machine. 

Though  probably  his  play  while  the  other 
team  had  the  ball  was  maneuvered  into  the 
background  by  his  deadly  eye,  Bob  Kuykendall, 
the  pride  of  the  Blue  Grass  country,  was  truly 
an  outstanding  defense  man.  Shifted  to  his 
natural  position  at  guard,  he  seemed  to  merge 
with  an  opposing  forward,  so  close  did  he  tail 
him;  and  in  spite  of  a  Sinatra-like  build,  he 
was  a  virtual  ball  hawk  on  the  backboard.  He 
and  Laffey  carried  the  brunt  of  the  scoring 
attack.

At  the  other  guard  was  a  tow-headed  ex¬ 
schoolboy  star  from  Orange,  Mass.  His  name, 
Bob  Carlson,  and  he  was  another  man  who 
could  hit  the  hoop  with  a  high  degree  of  con¬ 
sistency. 

Working  at  the  pivot  slot  was  slim,  dark, 
and  polished  Steve  Ucich,  another  former  high 
school  luminary.  Not  as  tall  as  the  average  col¬ 
lege  center,  he  made  up  for  a  lack  in  altitude 
by  clever  ball  handling  and  a  quite  clear  idea 
of  just  where  the  hoop  was  placed  on  the  little 
square  board. 

The  other  forward  was  taken  care  of  by  rangy 
Dick  Juergens.  A  transfer  from  Wabash  Col¬ 
lege  in  Indiana,  the  former  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
athlete,  who  divided  his  time  between  a  hot 
trumpet  and  the  basketball  court,  possessed 
speed  and  played  a  driving  game. 

For  reserves  there  was  "big”  George  Fritz,  a 
veteran  from  last  year,  playing  forward.  He 
wasn’t  the  fastest  man  on  the  team  by  any 
means,  but  he  was  shifty  and  could  sink  the 
ball  from  almost  any  part  of  the  court.  He  was 
noted  for  his  shots  from  over  his  head.  George 
consistently  played  a  steady,  heads-up  game. 


Ace  Walton,  another  veteran  from  last  year 
was  a  utility  man,  capable  of  filling  any  posi¬ 
tion.  He  was  extremely  fast  and  was  also  a 
good  ball  handler  and  floor  man.  Ace  was  an 
old  hand  at  making  the  seemingly  impossible 
shots. 

A  new  member  to  the  squad  was  Auggie  Kel¬ 
lermann.  Auggie  filled  in  at  the  center  position. 
He  was  fast  and  tricky.  Auggie  was  excep¬ 
tional  in  pivot  shots  from  under  or  around  the 
basket. 

Another  new  member  was  Russ  Bradlaw 
playing  guard.  Bradlaw  was  exceptionally  shifty 
and  put  up  a  fairly  good  one-hand  shot  coming 
down  the  middle.

Strain,  R.  D.  Turner  and  J.  D.  Writer.  The 
team  was  coached  by  Ray  Houston. 


The  Worcester  Tech  Cross  Country  team  of  the  past  season 
was  one  of  the  smallest  teams  on  the  Hill  but  turned  in  a  notable 
record.  This  small  band  of  cinder  men  was  led  by  one  of  New 
England's  foremost  college  milers,  Ed  Lemieux.  Ed  not  only 
took  first  place  in  all  of  Tech’s  meets  but  he  also  took  first  place 
in  the  New  England  Intercollegiate  Cross  Country  Meet  at  Boston.

Steve 
took  second  place  in  the  first  three  meets  and  third  in  the  last 
meet.  These  men  were  very  ably  helped  by  the  rest  of  the  team. 
There  was  Ted  Balaska,  Rex  Hoffman  and  Tom  Andrews. 

Ted  is  graduating  with  a  record  that  can  only  be  had  by  per¬ 
sistence  and  stamina.  Rex  Hoffman  has  gone  to  R.  P.  I.  where 
without  a  doubt  he  will  contniue  to  strive  for  the  team  and  sup¬ 
port  his  new  alma  mater  as  he  did  here.  Tom  Andrews  is  a 
frosh  who  has  also  turned  in  a  good  record.  He  will  bear  watch¬ 
ing  in  the  future  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  Ed  Lemieux’s  guid¬ 
ance,  he  will  form  the  strong  nucleus  of  future  cross  country 
teams  here  at  Tech.

Baseball 


With  the  melting  of  the  winter  snow  and  the  strong 
March  winds  blowing  over  the  baseball  field,  another 
season  came  about  last  spring  when  the  squad,  under 
the  direction  of  Coach  Paul  Stagg,  began  limbering 
their  arms  and  practicing  to  get  back  that  old  batting 
eye.  Coach  Stagg  was  pleased  to  have  seven  men 
from  the  ’44  team  as  Simon,  Rodier,  Landers,  Kosso, 
Sullivan,  Galagher,  and  Ferguson  returned  to  help 
bring  a  victorious  season  for  the  boys  of  the  Hill. 

As  the  practices  rolled  by  it  was  easy  to  see  that 
Carl  Simon  would  be  holding  down  the  initial  sack 
for  the  school’s  team.  Carl,  always  a  dependable 
player  with  equal  ease  on  either  the  baseball  or  bas¬ 
ketball  squad,  came  through  with  an  exceptionally 
good  season  for  himself.  Not  only  was  he  one  of  the 
leading  heavy  hitters  of  the  year,  but  his  fielding  was 
good  enough  to  deserve  praise  from  any  ball  club. 

To  have  a  good  team  it  is  essential  that  the  squad 
have  a  reliable  catcher  to  cooperate  with  the  pitching 
staff.  In  Don  Ferguson,  Mr.  Stagg  had  a  dependable 
backstop  who  did  a  great  job  in  calling  the  correct 
pitches  often  enough  to  keep  the  batters  guessing. 
Not  only  did  Don  do  well  behind  the  plate,  but  also 
he  did  much  to  add  to  the  offensive  punch  of  the  team 
by  his  dependable  hitting  throughout  the  season. 

The  keystone  combination  of  the  team  consisted  of 
J.  J.  Landers  at  shortstop  and  Ace  Walton  handling 
second  base.  This  combination  proved  successful 
after  Coach  Stagg  experimented  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  to  find  the  best  defensive  and  offensive 
men  for  these  positions.  The  Coach  didn’t  make  a 
mistake  by  selecting  these  two  to  occupy  the  second 
base  territory.  Ace  demonstrated  his  worth  by  his 
colorful  performancce,  especially  in  getting  hot 
grounders. 


Gene  Kosso  handled  the  hot  box  with  plenty  of 
ease,  and  came  through  the  season  with  the  fewest 
errors  of  any  of  the  players,  which  is  an  exception¬ 
ally  good  record  for  a  third  baseman.  Besides  turn¬ 
ing  in  a  good  performance  game  after  game  defen¬ 
sively,  Gene  led  the  team  in  hitting,  with  his  batting 
average  of  .385. 

Tech  was  fortunate  to  have  three  dependable  pitch¬ 
ers  in  the  persons  of  Dick  Rodier,  Don  McCauley  and 
Mai  Bailey  who  turned  in  stellar  exhibitions  of  twirl¬ 
ing  the  ball  over  the  plate.  Rodier  and  McCauley, 
both  speedball  artists,  were  respected  by  opposing 
batters  who  weren’t  always  sure  that  those  fast  inside 
pitches  were  going  to  break  over  the  plate.  Bailey, 
a  southpaw  flinger,  had  exceptionally  good  control 
and  likewise  proved  a  menace  to  the  batsmen  facing 
him,  by  his  tricky  change  of  pace  and  curve  ball. 
Bill  Lee  began  the  season  as  pitcher,  but  his  superior 
hitting  ability  soon  moved  him  into  the  outfield. 

Our  outfield  was  strong  last  year,  being  led  by  J.  L. 
Sullivan,  a  great  ball  hawk,  who  hauled  down  any¬ 
thing  hit  out  in  his  left  field  territory.  The  center 
field  position  was  well  taken  care  of  by  Jack  Wilson, 
who  was  not  only  a  good  outfielder,  but  also  one  of 
the  most  consistent  hitters  on  the  squad.  Jack’s  left 
handed  hitting  drove  in  many  runs  as  he  led  the 
Runs-Batted-In  column  of  the  squad.  Right  field  was 
played  by  Hal  Gray,  whose  previous  baseball  experi¬ 
ence  came  from  playing  on  the  Cornell  team  of  two 
years  ago  and  proved  a  definite  asset  to  this  year’s 
team. 

A  baseball  squad  would  not  be  complete  without 
the  second  team  to  give  the  boys  plenty  of  competi¬ 
tion  for  the  first  string  berth.  As  reserve  material  we 
had  Cambell,  a  sophomore,  behind  the  plate;  Gary 
Fitzpatrick,  first  base;  Frank  Gross,  second  base; 
Charlie  Severs,  second  base;  Don  Girard,  third  base; 
and  Lee,  Galagher,  Gazda,  and  Hayman  as  reserve 
outfielders.

In  the  past  year,  the  Tech  yachtsmen  have 
had  two  of  their  most  successful  seasons.  Last 
spring’s  intercollegiate  racing  saw  two  skippers, 
Al  Rockwood  and  Ted  Murphy,  place  in  the 
I.  C.  Y.  R.  A.  Skipper  Rankings. 

After  placing  poorly  in  the  Boston  Dinghy 
Club  Regatta  on  April  22nd,  the  Tech  dinghy- 
men  made  a  comeback  on  May  6th  at  the  Tenth 
Annual  Brown  University  Spring  Invitation 
Regatta,  by  placing  fourth.  The  following 
week  Tech  was  narrowly  squeezed  out  of  two 
places,  placing  eighth  in  the  New  England 
Dinghy  Championship  at  New  London.  At 
M.  I.  T.  the  following  week-end,  May  11th  and 
12th,  Tech  placed  seventh  of  twelve  competi¬ 
tors.  The  spring  season  closed  with  a  quad¬ 
rangular  regatta  on  June  3rd,  with  Tech  taking 
second  ahead  of  Holy  Cross  and  Tufts. 

During  the  season  the  dinghymen  sailed 
seventy-two  races  in  five  regattas,  piling  up  494 
points  out  of  a  possible  848. 

The  summer-fall  season  was  even  more  suc¬ 
cessful  than  the  spring  season.  In  three  regattas 
the  dinghymen  entered,  they  took  two  fourths 
and  a  second.  They  sailed  in  48  races,  totaling 
339-5  points  out  of  a  possible  554.  This  gave 
them  a  team  average  of  .613  for  the  fall  season 
as  compared  to  .573  for  the  spring. 

The  yachtsmen  took  to  the  water  again  on 
August  12th  when  Rockwood  and  Murphy, 


with  Williams  and  Berg  as  crews,  took  a  fourth 
in  the  Danmark  Trophy  Regatta  at  New  Lon¬ 
don  in  a  field  of  twelve  colleges.  Tech  was 
without  the  services  of  Murphy  in  the  Fowler 
Trophy  Regatta  on  August  26th,  but  Rog  Wil¬ 
liams  and  Charlie  Mitchell  teamed  up  in  the 
"B”  division,  while  freshman  Bob  Wheeler 
sailed  with  Al  Rockwood  in  the  "A"  division. 
This  proved  to  be  a  good  combination  as  Tech 
took  its  second  fourth  in  as  many  regattas.  The 
season  ended  with  Tech  tied  for  second  place 
with  Brown  in  the  Brown  Invitation  Regatta  at 
Providence.  Al  Rockwood's  total  in  this  re¬ 
gatta  was  but  five  points  less  than  M.  I.  T.’s 
leading  skipper.  This  regatta  was  also  the  last 
for  Rockwood  and  Murphy,  both  of  whom 
graduate  in  February. 

The  prospects  for  next  spring  are  very  good, 
with  the  return  to  the  campus  of  Bill  Sheldrick, 
a  former  member  of  Tech’s  Nautical  Associa¬ 
tion.  Besides  Bill,  Al  Breed,  Lenny  Berg,  and 
Bob  Wheeler  will  be  around.  Two  freshmen 
who  should  strengthen  the  team  are  Tom  Chad- 
bourne  and  Lou  McKinney.

The  strongest  and  most  active  link  between  the 
faculty  and  the  student  body  is  the  Tech  Council. 
It  is  this  organization  which  expresses  and  organ¬ 
izes  the  ideas  found  on  our  campus.  Its  existence 
on  the  campus  is  a  true  picture  of  democracy  in 
action. 

The  president  of  the  Council  is  a  senior  elected 
by  the  entire  student  body  every  year.  The  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  elected  members  are  chosen  by 
their  respective  classes,  two  from  each  class. 

With  the  split  student  body  consisting  of  civil¬ 
ians  and  Navy  men  it  has  been  the  policy  to  have 
one  Navy  man  and  one  civilian  from  each  class. 
Rounding  out  the  Council  are  ex-officio  members 
consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Institute,  the 
presidents  of  the  classes,  clubs,  and  organizations 
on  the  Hill.  This  past  year  the  capable  faculty 
advisers  have  been  Professors  Rice  and  Downing. 


Meetings  are  usually  held  bi-monthly  but,  if  nec¬ 
essary,  meetings  are  held  more  often.  During  the 
past  term  of  office  the  Council  has  done  an  admir¬ 
able  job  in  guiding  the  entering  classes  over  the 
road  of  organizaation.  With  the  advent  of  enter¬ 
ing  classes  consisting  of  many  ex-servicemen,  the 
Council  decided  to  cancel  freshman  hazing  until 
conditions  change.  Suggestions  were  made  to 
bring  to  life  organizations  which  lay  dormant  dur¬ 
ing  the  war.  Stepping  out  of  its  usual  role  the 
Council  sponsored  a  Victory  Ball  which  was  en¬ 
joyed  by  all.  In  presenting  the  proceeds  to  a 
needy  organization  the  Council  carried  on  its 
altruistic  policy. 

It  is  the  little  things  that  the  Council  contributes 
to  the  life  of  student  and  faculty  alike  that  helps 
to  make  life  at  Tech  run  smoothly  and  pleasantly.

When  the  last  class  left  the  Radio  Club,  there 
was  not  much  left  to  that  organization  except  a 
dusty  shack,  miles  of  light  cord,  a  mess  of  con¬ 
densers  of  the  1930  vintage,  piles  of  chokes  and 
transformers  that  defied  identification  as  to  ca¬ 
pacity,  rating  and  what  have  you.  There  was  a 
broken  down  angle  framework  that  was,  once  in 
the  dim  historical  past,  a  chassis  for  a  transmitter.

He  was  a  radio¬ 
man  on  a  PT  boat  and  his  experiences  were  very 
helpful  in  giving  the  members  an  insight  on  Navy 
Communications  methods.  It  was  not  too  long 
before  there  was  a  general  agitation  for  revival  of 
the  Club’s  transmitter.  This  was  undertaken  with 
vigor  and  the  executive  committee  was  greatly 
aided  by  such  men  as  Don  Nichols,  who  could 
make  a  receiver  out  of  a  mess  of  wire,  tubes,  etc., 
and  the  appropriate  magic  words  in  less  time  than 


it  takes  to  say  QST.  He  was  very  ably  assisted  by 
Paul  Mullaney  in  the  matter  of  a  good  power  sup¬ 
ply.  Gary  Hovhanesian  shaped  up  the  chassis  and 
the  rest  of  the  Club  chimed  in  on  the  rest  of  the 
equipment. 

Ben  Barker  was  the  Club’s  chief  operator.  Tom 
McCaw,  who  came  to  us  from  radar  duty,  was  ap¬ 
propriately  put  in  charge  of  the  receiver.  Lew 
Rogers  turned  out  to  be  a  welder  of  note  after  a 
trying  PM  in  Carl  Johnson’s  sanctuary.  Dick  Giles 
and  Bob  Jacobson  turned  their  nimble  brains  to 
designing  some  of  the  more  important  circuits  in 
the  transmitter.  Roy,  High  Gain,”  Stillwagon 
became  a  teacher  of  radio  theory.  And  so  it  went. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  men  was  fanned  by  our 
ever  present  adviser,  Professor  Newell.  One  man 
said  of  him,  "If  I  knew  half  of  what  he  knows, — .” 
It  is  not  what  you  know,  it’s  how  you  tell  it.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Newell  does  have  a  wealth  of  experience 
and  knowledge,  and  he  can  teach  it.  Our  hats  off 
to  one  of  the  finest  instructors  on  the  Hill. 

Last,  and  perhaps  most  important,  the  Club 
owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Frank  Weeks,  its 
President,  for  his  leadership  and  organization.

Our  unit  here  at  W.  P.  I.,  founded  in  July,  1943,  has 
developed  into  the  most  progressive  and  efficient  in  the 
country.  Commandeered  by  Lieutenants  Schwieger  and 
Brown,  and  under  the  supervision  of  Capt.  G.  Davis 
(Ret.)  and  Capt.  F.  C.  Sachse,  the  school  has  graduated 
men  meeting  the  necessary  qualifications  for  commis¬ 
sioning. 

Since  1943,  Lieutenant  Brown  has  quite  capably  acted 
as  personnel  officer,  directing  the  station  with  diligence 
that  is  commendable  on  the  part  of  all.  Lieutenant 
Schwieger,  a  professor  at  Tech  before  the  emergency, 
has  been  the  commanding  and  supply  officer  of  the  unit 
since  July,  1943. 

The  physical  education  has  been  in  the  hands  of  Chief 
Specialists  McNulty,  Rogers,  Creeden,  and  Huether. 
Chief  McNulty  was  with  the  unit  from  its  beginning 
until  he  was  transferred  in  July,  1945.
